Grammatical Contraction, which has its eſſence in 
ſyntax, tcaches, by certain invariable rules of Grammar, 
to join ſuch words together as make the reſpective mem- 
bers, or the ſeveral conſtructive parts of a ſentence. Its 
parts are two, Concord and Government. 


i. Of Grammatical Contraction by Concord.

Now, to lift off the pen, and write the words ſepa- 
rately, in either Concord, or Government, would/be of- 
fering violence to nature and grammar. Therefore, their 
grammatical union, or junction, affords the Contraction, 
that is, they are written at leaſt one third part ſooner, 
and are equally as plain to read, if not more ſo. Hence 
it is evident, that — being the very life and ſpirit 
of Short-Hand, lineality is not in the leaſt to be regarded. 


3- Of Elliptical Contration, 


Elliptical Contraction is the omiſſion of one or more 
words, which muſt be ſupplicd, either to complete the 
ſenſe, or to make out the grammatical conſtruction of 


the ſentence, and never takes place but where three or 


more words occur. Its principal parts are two, the
